Work Progressing 
At DeCew Falls 


When New Power Plant Is 
Completed It Will Have A 
Capacity Of 190,000 Horse 
Power. 


Excavation for the power house 
addition to the DeCew Falls plant 
near St. Catharines has been com- 
pleted, and actual construction, be- 
ginning with the building of the 
draft-tube, is now under way. 

‘The new installation, scheduled 
to be placed in service in the aut- 
umn of 1947, will double the capac- 
ity of the 70,000 h.p. plant operat- 
ing at 25-cycle frequency, and will 
bring total capacity at the station 
Including that of the older 50,000 
horsepower, 66 2-3 cycle develop- 
ment purchased by the Commission 
|in 1930, up to 190,000 horsepower. 

It is planned to increase the 
operating head at DeCew Falis 
from 265 to 280 feet. This will be
